The time was when it seemed as though 
the church, the Word of God and Christiani- 
ty would have no part in the settlement of 
the great social problemsof the day, Men 
declared the church, a cold, lifeless, in- 
stitution, with forras and ceremonies, 
unable to meet the needs of humanity. 
They said Christianity is a failure. It is 
gratifying, however, to note that Chris- 
tianity refused to be driven from the field 
of conftict, and that now, these very men, 
having exhausted their resources, turn 
their attention to the one great foutítaín 
whence must flow the healing streara for 
every ailment of human society. The 
remedy is found in Jesús Christ and his 
blessed Gospel.
